and 1 P. M. on June 7. 

Judges will select the prize winners 
between 1.30 and ii o'clock, at which 
time the complete exhibit will be open- 
ed to the public. 

Please bring your own vases or con- 
tainers to exhibit the (lowers and also 
attach a ticket giving the exhibitor's 
name and the number of the class for 
which the exhibit is intended. 

The Show last year was in charge of 
the Garden Committee of the Civic 
Association, but as their work for the 
past year is finished and the new Gar- 
den Committee for the coming year 
has not been selected, the work is being 
handled by tho interested members of 
the Civic Association. 

The flowers may be taken away by 
their owners after the Show, but as it 
has boon our practice to donate them 
to a neighboring hospital or charitable 
institution, we suggest that those who 
have no special use for the flowers as 
decorations donate them for this good 
purpose. 

This year elaborate plans are being 
made to decorate the entire second floor 
at the Y. M. C. A. Building, and in 
addition to the Show itself, to have a 
" get-together' ' party for all those who 
are interested in growing flowers and 
for those who like to come and admire 
them. 

Seasonable refreshments will be serv- 
ed by the ladies of the committee, as- 
sisted by their many aides, and in addi- 
tion to this there will be seeds and cut 
flowers for sale, as well as candy and 
other things of interest to the children 
and grown-ups, too. 

Mrs. James G. Footc is general chair- 
man of tho committee and will appre- 
ciate any assistance that can be given 
to help make the show a bigger suc- 
cess. 

In the x>ast years the children's ex 
hibits of wild flowers has been one of 
the most prominent features of the 
Show, and this year there will be prizes 
given of War Savings Stamps and 
Thrift Stamps -for the four best arrang- 
ed vases or baskets of wild flowers.

To the Kditor of Our Town: 

In accordance with our original plan, 
we are, submitting a brief report of the 
work of the Main Line Employment 
Bureau from March 15th to April 15th: 

Calls from employers, 250. 

Calls from employees (male), 4f> (of 
these 10 were men discharged from tho 
service). 

Calls from employees (female), 45. 

Employees sent for interviews, 30. 

Placements (56 for temporary work), 
SO. 

It will be noted that the demand for 
labor is still about three times the sup- 
ply, and, while this condition makes it 
difficult for the Bureau to serve the em- 
ployer to the extent that we hope to be 
able to when the supply is more nearly 
equal to the demand, the results of the 
last two weeks have more than doubled 
the results of the first four. This is 
very gratifying. 

We trust that all organizations who 
have endorsed this work will feel at per- 
fect liberty to make any constructive 
criticism that they see fit, as we need 
such criticism if we are to serve the com- 
munity to our best ability. 

Every three months a more detailed 
statement, including a financial report, 
will be sent.

Hegular 
areoplane mail service has been estab- 
lished between Cleveland, Ohio, and 
Chicago, Hk, with intermediate ex- 
change at Bryan, Ohio. Areuplanes will 
leave each terminal at \).'M) A. M., Cen- 
tral time, and will make the trip hi 
approximately three and one-half hours. 
Letters intended to go by areoplane 
should have areoplane stamps or or- 
dinary postage stamps at the rate of 
six cents an ounce or fraction thereof, 
and letters marked conspicuously "Air 
Mail.*' The use of special delivery 
stamps in addition to the areoplane post- 
age will assure still greater expedition 
of letters at points of delivery.
